How  Can  I  Benefit  from  Advanced  Credit? 
Academically,  advanced  credit  can  offer  you  intellectual 
challenge,  increased  flexibility  in  selecting  your 
University  courses,  and  more  time  for  extracurricular 
activities  or  study  abroad.  Ultimately,  it  may  also  be  an 
asset  to  professional  or  graduate  study  after  college. 

Economically,  advanced  credit  may  allow  you  to  fulfill 
your  degree  requirements  in  less  than  four  years,  thereby 
reducing  tuition  and  living  expenses.  The  head  start  of 
advanced  credit  may  also  give  you  the  freedom  to  pursue 
part-time  employment  or  an  internship  in  your  field  of 
study. 


The  Advanced  Credit  Advantage 

Advanced  credit  is  an  investment  in  your  academic  life. 

In  addition  to  giving  you  the  opportunity  to  study  at  the 
level  you  find  most  challenging,  advanced  credit  can  free 
you  to: 

•  take  courses  that  you  might  not  have  been  able  to  take 
while  pursuing  your  degree  program  requirements 

•  pursue  independent  study 

•  learn  a  foreign  language 

•  expand  your  computer  literacy 

•  explore  interdisciplinary  study 

•  develop  an  artistic  ability 

•  volunteer  to  help  others  in  the  campus  community 

•  take  on  an  internship  or  other  part-time  work 

•  enhance  your  athletic  ability 

•  get  an  early  start  on  graduate-level  study 


►  UIUC  Placement  Exams— Precollege  Testing 

Placement  exams  are  a  requirement  for  all  admitted 
students.  Placement  test  scores  are  used  with  admission 
test  scores  to  assist  with  academic  advising  and  program 
planning.  Examinations  are  given  in  four  areas: 

•  Rhetoric  (essay  exam) 

•  Foreign  language 

•  Mathematics 

•  Chemistry 

Upon  notification  of  admission,  new  freshmen  are 
advised  which  of  the  four  exams  they  must  take  during 
precollege  programs  in  April  and  May,  before  entering 
the  University  for  the  fall  semester.  Out-of-state  and 
transfer  students  may  take  the  tests  during  the  days  set 
aside  for  new  student  activities  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fall  semester.  Students  entering  in  January  may  take  their 
exams  during  the  new  student  activity  days  at  the 
beginning  of  spring  semester. 

►  Sources  for  Advanced  Credit 

UIUC  Proficiency  Testing 

Proficiency  credit  may  be  earned  in  several  different  ways 
and  used  for  various  purposes.  Consult  your  college  or 
academic  adviser  about  earning  and  applying  proficiency 
credit. 

•  Rhetoric:  Credit  may  be  awarded  based  on  the 
combination  of  an  essay  test  and  the  ACT  English  or  SAT 
verbal  test  score  results.  (See  UIUC  Placement 
Exams  — Precollege  Testing.) 

•  Foreign  language:  Available  in  all  foreign  languages. 

•  Mathematics:  Students  with  high  scores  on  the  Advanced 
Mathematics  Placement  Test  and  high  school  credit  in 
calculus  are  eligible  to  take  the  proficiency  exam  for 
Mathematics  120  during  the  days  set  aside  for  new 
student  activities. 

•  Chemistry:  Students  with  high  scores  on  the  Chemistry 
Placement  Test  are  eligible  to  take  the  proficiency  exam 
for  chemistry  during  the  days  set  aside  for  new  student 
activities. 

Advanced  Placement  Program 

The  Advanced  Placement  (AP)  Program  allows  high 
school  students  to  pursue  college-level  study  before 
entering  college.  National  examinations  are  administered 
each  May  through  the  Educational  Testing  Service. 

•  Recent  profiles  of  incoming  freshmen  show  that  at  least 
25  percent  enter  the  University  of  Illinois  at 
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Urbana-Champaign  with  credit  received  through  the 
Advanced  Placement  Program. 

•  University  departments  award  proficiency  credit  and 
advanced  placement  according  to  each  score  on  the 
5-point  AP  Program  scale.  A  summary  of  credit  and 
advanced  placement  opportunities  is  shown  in  the  table 
on  the  reverse  side. 

Departmental  Proficiency  Examinations 
Departmental  proficiency  examinations  are  offered  in  all 
University  courses  normally  open  to  freshmen  and 
sophomores.  A  student  may  take  a  proficiency 
examination  in  a  more  advanced  undergraduate  course 
upon  recommendation  of  the  head  or  chairperson  of  the 
department  offering  the  course  and  with  the  approval  of 
the  dean  of  the  student's  college.  Departmental 
proficiency  examinations  usually  are  given  without 
charge. 

Undergraduate  students  who  pass  a  departmental 
proficiency  examination  receive  credit  toward  graduation 
in  the  amount  regularly  allowed  for  the  course. 
Proficiency  credit  may  not  duplicate  credit  counted  for 
admission  or  credit  obtained  by  applying  all  proficiency 
credit  to  graduation  requirements. 

Consult  the  appropriate  college  office  regarding  test 
date,  place  of  administration,  type  of  examination, 
references  that  might  be  used  in  preparing  for 
examinations,  and  policy  regarding  retaking 
examinations. 

College-Level  Examination  Program  (CLEP) 

Through  this  program,  students  receive  proficiency 
credit  or  other  recognition  for  college-level  competence 
achieved  outside  the  college  classroom.  Students  can 
earn  credit  recognized  by  the  University  for  some  CLEP 
General  Examinations,  but  credit  is  not  awarded  for  any 
of  the  CLEP  Subject  Matter  Examinations.  The  University 
does  not  award  credit  for  CLEP  General  Examination 
scores  in  English  composition  and  mathematics. 

•  CLEP  General  Examination  scores  in  other  areas, 
however,  can  be  used  to  earn  3  or  6  credit  hours  and 
waiver  of  all  or  part  of  the  requirements  in  the  four 
general  education  areas  of  history,  humanities,  natural 
sciences,  and  social  sciences. 

•  Each  of  the  colleges  awards  credits  and  waivers  for  CLEP 
scores  according  to  individual  policies;  the  colleges  also 
differ  as  to  the  scores  required  for  partial  or  complete 
waiver  of  requirements. 
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•  CLEP  exams  may  be  taken  on  specified  test 
administration  dates  at  any  CLEP  National  Testing 
Center,  including  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus. 

International  Baccalaureate  Program 
The  International  Baccalaureate  (IB)  program,  sponsored 
by  a  Swiss  foundation,  offers  a  curriculum  covering  the 
last  two  years  of  secondary  education  or  grades  twelve 
and  thirteen  in  a  thirteen-grade  system.  Students  must 
complete  course  work  and  pass  internationally  prepared 
examinations  to  earn  credit  through  the  IB  program. 

Examinations  may  be  written  at  the  High  Level  or  the 
Subsidiary  Level  of  study,  as  determined  by  the  student's 
high  school.  Exams  are  scored  on  a  seven-point  scale. 
University  departments  set  policies  for  proficiency  credit 
and  advanced  placement,  and  the  campus  awards 
proficiency  credit  for  appropriate  scores  on  the  following 
IB  exams: 

•  Anthropology 

•  Biology 

•  Chemistry 

•  Classics:  Latin  and  Greek 

•  Economics 

•  French 

•  German 

•  History 

•  Philosophy

►  Duplication  of  Credit 

Proficiency  credit  is  available  for  certain  courses  through 
several  means.  However,  students  may  not  obtain  credit 
for  study  that  has  already  earned  university  credit,  either 
atUrbana-Champaign  or  elsewhere.  Nor  will  proficiency 
credit  be  awarded  if  a  student  has  already  received  credit 
for  a  University  course  or  an  equivalent  course  through 
some  other  examination  program. 

►  Recording  of  Credit 

Hours  of  advanced  credit  are  recorded  on  students' 
official  University  transcripts,  although  actual  grades  are 
not  recorded.
